Dr. Tore 
found that a 27-year-old 
woman had a second per- 
sonality of an 8-year- old who 
wanted the older personality 
to stay thin and young-look- 
ing so they could continue to 
be "playmates." 

Dr. Tore's discovery con- 
tradicts tbe popular belief 
that all patients with ano- 
rexia are self-destructive. 

"It's been commonly be- 
lieved that young women 
who starve themselves are 
subconsciously suicidal," he 
said. 

"That's not necessarily 
so. Some are actually being

Medical bills associated 
with dog bites range from 
about S10 for tetanus shots 
to thousands of dollars for 
plastic surgery to repair 
damage Inflicted by (be 
powerful Jaws and sharp 
fangs or a dog. And every 
year, at least «7I Americans 
die from dog bites. 

Besides Injuries caused 
by dos biles, doge also 
spread rabies and worms, 
he pointed out. lie added: 
'Keeping the animal 
washed, giving it good 
sound veterinary care and 
cleaning up after it would 
reduce 90 percent of all our 
problems."
